This  failed  to  check  the  growing  wave  of  spending 
that  accompanied  the  expansion  of  buying 
power  arising  from  increased  industrial  activity, 
and  the  larger  payrolhi  created  ty  the  War.  Mr. 
Ilsiey.  Minister  of  Finance,  has  warned  repeatedly 
that  more  money  shoyid  be  diverted  to  war  loans 
and  war  savings  eertlflcates,  and  haa  made  no 


It  should  come  at  no  furpriae  that  a  heavy  excise 
tax  ha.s  been  plased  upon  a  Wide  ran—  of  aoods 

of  the  luxury  class. 

Canadians  have  been  told  repeatedly  of  the 

heavy  taxation  in  Great  Britain.  Only  a  few 
days  ago  81r.Klngsley  Wood  stated  that  Great 
Britain^  daU]^  war  expenditures  had  risen  ^rom 
$23,858,000  for  the  first  year  of  the  War  to 
M&.4»5.000  for  the  first  two  and  one-half  months 
ef  the  second  yeatr.  He  added  that  taxaWon  in 
Great  Britain  had  already  reached  "very  con- 
siderable proportions^^  but  that  it  would  have 
to  be  increased  still  mpre.  Such  statements  not- 
withstanding, Canadians  have  been  inclined  to 
regard  financial  problems  as  those  of  someone 
else.  They  have  been  lavish  in  personal  spending 
and  have  undertaken  only  minor  sacrifices.  Few 
have  been  availing  themselve.s  of  the  opportunity 
to  make  pre-paymenti>  on  income  tux  accounts 
Which  become  due  next  April,  and  few  have  been 
maktnR  provl.slon  attalnst  that  day  The  newest 
taxation  will  bring  home  to  the  people  the  vital 
necessity  of  personal  retrenehment. 

The  fuu'i uf'iiv  V  bin:;;(  f  is  Intended  for  one  pur- 
pose, to  coivscrve  money  for  war  purposes.  It  is 
done  by  repressing  spending  through  heavy 
excise  taxes  on  non-essential  goods  and  prohibit- 
ing the  importation  of  certain  goods  of  the  luxury 
class,  thus  to  conserve  foreign  exchange.  The 
limitation  of  Imports  is  aimed  at  non-sterling 
countries  to  save  United  States  dollars  for  the 
heavy  purchases  of  war  materials  in  the  American 
market  To  assist  Great  Britain  to  bulW  up  her 
.supply  of  Canadian  dollars  against  her  heavy 
purchaiics  of  war  materials  in  the  Dominion, 
custom.s  riiitics  levied  against  a  broad  rangt*  of 
United  Kingdom  products  have  been  reduced 
considerably.  By  these  measures  the  Minister  of 
Finance  expects  to  save  from  $y)00,000  to 
$6,000,000  a  month  in  foreign  exchange 

Mr.  Ilsley  has  made  no  estimate  of  tlie  in- 
creased receipts  as  a  result  of  the  changes  in 
various  taxes.  The  special  buflKOt  is  not  designed 
for  the  production  of  revenue.  In  liis  previous 
speech  in  Parliament  he  stated  that  the  present 
ncale  of  Federal  taifatlon  was  nuidofiuate  to 
finance  Canada'a  war.  expenditures.  While  he 
does  not  expect  to  finance  the  war  costs  wholly 
<from  income,  he  Intends  that  tlie  country  .shall 
pay  as  much  as  possible  while  the  War  is  in 
progress.  It  Is  probable  that  the  taxation  pro- 
posals introduced  yntcrOay  win  be  regarded  only 
as  a  temporary  measure,  and  Uvat  drastic  revision 
may  be  expected  at  the  next  session  of  Parlia- 
ment, which  will  open  in  mid-February.  By  that 
time  the  Canadian  people  will  have  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  dlflercnce  between  luxuries 
necessities.
